BERLIN, Nov. . — Herr Bebel, in an ad- 
“dress in the retenstag today, renewed his 
eharges against the ring of high officials in- 
volved in the army scan “which recently 
was brought to light by the suit for defama- 
tion gf character instituted by Count von 


Moltke against Maximilien Harden, the edi- | 


tor. 
The guilty persons, he averred, were to be 


found in the highest social circles in the 


kingdom, including princes of ruling houses. 
The feilure of the officials to investigate, he 
added, was due to the fact they feared that 
the victims. whose names are known, would 
blurt out the names of the high personages 
who were involved. 

The socialist leader asserted that the vices 
revealed in the course of the hearing of the 
Harden ease were so prevaient that if the 
police brought all the guilty parties to trial 
a scandal eclipsing the Panama and the 
Dreyfus revelations would break out. 


Cause of Many Suicides. 

A number of tragedies already have re- 
sulted from this state of affairs, Herr Bebel 
, concluded, and some officers have committed 
suicide in order to escape blackmailers. 

Gen. von Binema, the minister of war, ad- 
mitted that Herr Bebel was. substantially 
correct in his allegations in the matter. The 
evils had increased greatly in Berjin, thd 


general declared. during the last few dec- 


ades, 

When Herr Harden asserted, 3 
that entire regiments were contaminated, he 
exaggerated more or less,“ the minister said, 
“but the fact undoubtedly bas been estab- 
lished that our soldiers can with difficulty re- 
sist the temptation which these low fellows 
make possible. Nevertheless, I am con- 
vinced that the alleged orgies at the Adler 
villa, aa described by a witness at the Har- 
den trial, were mythical. All persons who 
should have had positive knowledge of them 
know nothing.” * 


Taking up Harden’s insinuations * 
Prince’ Ann Zu Dulenburg., the former 
German ambassador at Vienna, the minister. 
of war declared that immediately after the 
article appeared in Die Zukunft he and other 
military authorjties had caused an investiga- 
tion to be made, but nothing could be found 
to stibstantiate the charges. 

The same result followed an investigation 
of the charges made against Gen. Count Wil- 
helm von Hohenau. 

The emperor had agreed to place these men 
on the waiting list in order to remove them 
from court until it became possible to prove 
their innocence, but with the intention of re- 


winstating them after their names had been 


washed clean. 
Up to the present time, the minister of war 
said, all the charges of this nature, except- 
ing those brought against Maj. Count Jo- 
hannes Lynar, had failed to be proven. 


Bebel Attacks Camarilla. 

Herr Bebel also attacked the statement 
made before the reichstag yesterday by 
Prince von Buelow, the imperial chancellor, 
that no camarilla existed in Germany. He 
quoted from Prince Bismarck and Prince von 
Hohenlohe to prove the contrary, and he ex- 
plained that a camarilla operates in such an 
ingratiating manner that the vietim is not 
aware that he is being played upon.

| WILLING TO STAND SALOONS. 


Wife of Black Man Says She Intends 
to Stay There, Anyhow. 


Glen Ellyn, a suburb just over the line in 
Du Page county, would much rather have 
saloons than negroes. That fact was in- 
dica’ 1 last night by the action of a mass- 
meeting of ninety-three representative resi- 
dents of the suburb. 

The meeting was called primarily to pro- 
test against the acquisition of a choice Glen 
Ellyn lot by George Dunham, colored, whose 
aunt, Mrs. Fannie Weir, owns several pieces 
of property in the village. Mrs. Weir, who 
is colored, defied the massmeeting to its face. 
The meeting was held in Kimball hall. 


Cites Naperville as Example. 

In Naperville they have no colored col- 
ony,” said Chairman William. Grimshaw. 
“They will not sell land or anything else to 
negroes or give them work, and they stay 
away. Negroes will lower the price of real 
estate. Do we want them here?” 

Before Mr. Grimshaw’s question could be 
answered the anti-saloon question was in- 
jected into the meeting. A circuler issued 
by A. G. Hulbert, a real estate agent, was 
read. It gave an account of a meeting of 
the Glen Ellyn real estate agents held on 
Nov. 23 at which resolutions, condemning 
saloons were adopted, calling for the exclu- 
gion of liquor deslers from Glen Ellyn, and 
the confiscation of their property. 


Hulbert Letter Starts Trouble. 

An open letter from Mr. Hulbert was also 
read. Mr. Hulbert was the agent who sold 
the property to the colored man and caused 
the trouble. In his Jetter he paid his respects 
to those opposing him by eaying the colored 
people here total less than a dozen scattered 
families and are reputed honest and indus- 
trious and are of that superior class that 
would not reside in a colored colony,“ and if 
a nigg*r district is to be established there 
would be no more sppropriate inhabitant 
than a certain little Frenchy mongrel, who, 
though noisy and profane, is regarded by the 
whites as otherwise harmless.”

Banks Pay Walsh Bank Depositors. 

When the Chieago National was closed the 
clearing housé banks jumped into the breach 
and advanced on the Chicago National's as- 
sets $11,000,000 with which. to pay the de- 
positors. The banks then he'd all théassets# 
in trust until Dec. 18, 1905, when they Sought 
$3,931,000 of the securities, dividing them up 
on the basis of the banks’ capital stock. 

This left the rest of the Chicago National's 


assets tiled up to secure $7,000,000 still owed. 


In order to release the bonds and pay off 
the clearing house banks Walsh made a loan 
on April 1, 1907, of $7,000,000 from the First 
Trust and Savings bank. 

It appears from the records that Walsh 
deposited as security for this loan the same 
securities which were released to him when 
he used the $7,000,000 to wipe out his debt.

This alone would be enough to expect from 
a one year old, but there is better news to 
come. The first year’s work, having been 
experimental to some extent, and handi- 
tapped by a certain ignorance of its func- 
tions: on the part of lawyers, is said to have 
been ‘not a fair sample of what will be done. 
It is expected that in the future the court 
will earn from $100,000 to §200,000 for the 
city after it has paid all salaries of judges 
and other employés and rent of quarters. 

In actual days the-court system will not 
have been in practice a year untl! Monday. 
Today, however, ends the actual work of 
the first year. 


More Revenue in Sight. 
There is another feature of the work which 
is considered promising from the standpolnt 
of the city. Chief Justice Olson is preparing 


papers in a suit in which he will test the 
question of collecting costs in state cases. 


This question now is in dispute, and in the 


meantime the court is holding in trust $126,- 
000. It is expected that the courts will decide 
that these costs shall be paid to the elerk 
of the Municipal courts, in which event the 
elty will profit to the extent of this amount. 

There are thousands of cases annually 
tried in the Municipal courts which come 
under this disputed head, and it is predicted 
that the city will receive upward of $50,000 
from this source each year in the event of a 
favorable decision. | 

Only Deficit Was Expected. 

When the new courts were inatalled a year 
ago the most enthusiastic friends of the new 
system would have been more than pleased 
if they could have been assured that the 
courts would cost the city only $40,000 a year. 
Such an idea as that the city would profit 
financially by the institution of the new sys- 
tem never was dreamed of by them. 

The fact that the city did profit by the 
courts is due, to a great extent, to the fact 
that new systems for the economical manipu- 
lation of the machinery of justice have been 

ed almost daily. Chief Justice Olson, 
Chief Bailiff Hunter, Chief Clerk Galpin, 
and Deputy Clerk Walker all have spent 
many hours of their leisure in inventing ways 
of getting more work for less outlay. 
The jury system, as it now is practiced in 
the Municipal courts, is one of these inno- 
vations. The court how has a general jury 
assignment room, from which it may secure 
jurors at all times. When 4 juror is drawn 
for & trial and is rejected by either side, in- 
stead of sitting about the courtroom, spitting 
on the walls, as was formerly the practic®, 


he is sent immediately to the assignment 


room, where he may be found by the next 
judge who needs a juror. 

Then there is a new “lightning” filing 
system. Under this the old objection to 
courts, that nothing can be found without 
hours of search in dusty volumes, has been

OFTEN SEEKS DEATH IN VAIN 


Mrs. Dora McDonald Made Two 
Attempts Before This Week. 


GIVES JEWELS TO CHARITY. 


Reinstated as Member of the Zion He- 
brew Congregation. 


It became known yesterday that Mrs. Dora 


McDonald. charged with the murder of Web- 


ster 8. Guerin, made two almost successful 
attempts at suicide prior to the double effort 
on Thanksgiving day, when she turned on 
the gas and tried to jump through a window. 

A constant watch is kept to prevent her 
carrying out the determination to kill her- 
self. Yesterday Mrs. McDonald was removed 
from the residence of her mother, Mrs, Mar- 
tha Feldman, 6680 Calumet avenue, to that 
of her sister, Mrs. Richard W. Vaughan, 80 
Warren avenue, it being thought that a 
closer watch can be kept on her there, 

It alao became known that Mrs. McDonald 
has startled her relatives by several strange 
actions, in particuler her determination to 
give all her effects to charity. Recently she 
was reinstated in the Zion synagogue, Wash- 
ington boulevard and Ogden avenue. Un- 
known to any of her friends or relatives she 
disposed of all her jewelry, and her ward- 
robe, with the exception of one black dréss, 
and at the suggestion of a friend gave the 
entire proceeds, amounting to about $800, to 


Jewish charities. 


Still in Critical Oondition. 

“Mrs. McDonald is better today, but is 
still in a critical condition,“ said Mrs. 
Vaughan. With quiet she will recover 
from the effects of the gas. 

The first attempt to commit suicide was 
made by Mrs. McDonald while she was at the 
ginitarium at Forty-seventh street and 
Washington avenue. The attending physi- 
cian, Dr. Harsha, had left a quantity of medi- 
cine to produce sleep. Mra. McDonald swal- 
lowed the entire contents of the bottle and 
when found was unconscious. She was re- 
vived with great difficulty. 

After removal from the sanitarium to the 
McDonald homestead in Drexel boulevard, 
at the demand of several other patients of the 
sanitarium, Mrs. McDonald declared she 
would bleed to death. I will die like the 
Savior,’ she ia said to have told her at- 
tendant. 

Later she was removed to the home of her 
mother, and there she endeavored to cui an 
artery with a knife. Her uncle, Benjamin 
Schaffner, happened to be present at the 
time. He found Mra. McDoneié lying prone on 
the floor, her arms extended at full length. A 
physician was summoned and the flow of 
blood was stopped. 

“Mrs. McDonald thinks that a conspiracy 
has been laid to defraud her out of her prop- 
erty rights, to take her child from her, and 
that her relatives and friends all have turned 
against her,” said Attorney James Hamilton 
Lewis yesterday. The worry over this, 
together with her peculiar physical condi- 
tion, has brought about the state of mind 
under which she labors.” 


PARDON ENDS POLICE TANGLE.

Discoveries in Measuring Wave 


Lengths Supposed to Be 
Basis of Award.

Prof. Albert A. Michelson, head of the de- 
partment of physics of the University of 
Chicago, has been awarded the Nobel prise 
for physics for 1907. His efforts in meas- 


light waves, placed him at the head of the 
‘world’s physicists, with the $40,000 prize as 
a reward. ae 

Word was received by the state depart- 
ment in Washington yesterday that the 
committee of the Swedish Academy of Sci- 
ences charged with the duty of distributing 
certain of the Nobel prizes had chosen the 
Chicago scientist for the international hon- 
or. Recently he received the Copley medal 
of the Royal society of England for his ex- 
periments on light. 

Prof. Michelson, who is now in London, 
has constructed several machines recently 
for measuring light wave lengths, but it ia 
believed by his colleagues at the University 
of Chicago that the Nobel prize has been 
awarded to him for work which he did in the 


| "00s. His experimente then were in meas- 


uring light by what is known as the “ re- 
volving mirror method. 


Some of His Inventions. 

One of his most useful inventions ig the 
„interserometer, which measures small dis- 
tances in wave lengths. Much of his fame 
was gained by the discovery that many lines 
in the metallic spectra, which were supposed 
to be simple, were in reality complex. 

“It can safely be said that Prof. Michelson 
ig the foremost physicist in the world in the 
study of light,” declared Prof. Henry G., 
Gale, an associate in the er phys- 
ics at the university. “He probably has 
gone the deepest into the study-of light 
waves and has produced the best results of 
any person in his field.’’ 


Graduate of Naval Academy. 


Prof. Michelson is a German by birth, hav- 
ing been born in Strenlo, fifty-five years ago. 
He came to the United States when a boy and 
was educated in the grammar and high 
schools of San Francisco. He received an 
appointment to the United States Naval 
academy and graduated in 1878. 

In 1880 he studied at the University of Ber- 
lin and the following year at Heidelberg. 
Then he went to Paris, where he resumed his 
studies at the College de France and the 
Ecole Polytechnique. In 1881 he resigned 
from the Naval academy to take the chair of 
physios at the Case school, Cleveland. From 
1882 to 1802, when he came to the University 
of Chicago, he was professor of physics at 
Clark university.

QUEEN OF NURSES DECORATED 


Edward VII. Gives Order of Merit 
to Florence Nightingale. 


ONLY WOMAN SO HONORED. 


Became Famous for Her Care of Sol- 
diers in the Crimean War. 


LONDON, Nov. 29.—Fiorence Nightingale, 
the English philanthropist. has been deco- 
rated with the Order of Merit by King EG- 
ward. She is the first woman to receive this 
distinction, which up to the present time has 
been bestowed only on nineteen men; each of 
marked eminence. The Order of Merit was 
founded by King Edward in 1902 for the 
recognition of especially distinguished serv- 
ices in A walks of life. 

Florence Nightingale, known as the queen 
of nurses, is now 87 years old, and for prac- 
tical purposes her work is over. Her home in 
London, tn which she has resided more than 
forty years, always is open to members of 
her profession, and the sweetest worde she 
hears are nurse and hospital.“ 

Her first interest in the work to which she 
gave most of her life was among the sick 
poor of Great Britain. The appalling con- 
dition of the wounded in the hospitals of the 
east during the Crimean war summoned her 
to the care of the soldier, and for many years 
afterwards she made military hospitals her 
chief concern. 

In recent years she has urged that the dis- 
trict nurse become the medium fot teach- 
ing the disorderly how to use improved dwell- 
ings, which she regards as an important fac: 
tor in the struggle with what she calls “‘ pau- 
perized poverty.” 

Miss Nightingale lays great stress on the 
maxim, The nurse is born and not ma 
and says the good nurse, if asked how dhe 
nurses, often can only answer, with brains 
and heart, sir, and with training and prac- 
tice.”

He declared the agitation started by the 
members of the extreme left had developed 
into open robbery and had let loose ail the 
criminal elements against society. These 
conditions, he said, could only be met with 
force, and that order and obedience to the 
laws must be imposed. He intimated that 
until this was done the extraordinary laws 
must be maintained. Reforms and internal 
development would follow. 

M. Stolypin gave notice of the introduction 
of agrarian measures to benefit the peasants. 
He promised to facilitate the work of the 
duma and the council of the empire. He 
concluded by saying: 

“The historic autecratic power and free 
will ot the monarch stand out as the most 
precious assets in the Russian state. They 
have created the present institutions which 
are destined to save Russia in time of danger 
and disaster and which wil) bring her back 
to the path of order.“

They did not eee the 
daughter of Jorio—knew nothing of her—but 
the sonorous beauty of the phrase, carrying 
with it, as it did, reminders of that patri- 
erchal condition stil prevailing there, where 
the chief of his house has abeolute command 
over all his family. even to life and death, 
haunted the imagination of both poet and 
painter. “ La Figlia di Jorio ” materialized 
for Michetti as a wanderer. He has painted 
her with a cloak over her head and held 
shieldingly across her breast. With rushing 
strides she pastes a group of staring men of 
the fleld, who—all save one—look at her with 
casual disdain. But one is held by her 
glance, full of wild knowledge. of freedom 
of love of the wind swept heights. She 
sweeps on to the upper paths of the mount- 
ains, and the one is transfixed, and seems to 
know that whatever else he may forget, he 
is doomed to remember that glance.

As Mr. Beer remarks, the question of de- 
fense was predominant throughout the tran- 
sitional years from 1754 to 1765. and gives 
a unity to the period. Even Benjamin Frank- 
lin said: On reflection it now seeme prob- | 
able that if the plan of the Albany congress 
of 1754 or something like it had been adopted 
and carried into execution, the subsequent 
separation of the colonies/from the mother | 
country might not so soon have happened 
nor the mischiefs suffered on both sides have 
occurred perhaps during another century. 
For the colonies, if so united, would have 
really been, as they then thought themselves, 
sufficient to their own defense, and being 
trusted with it, as by the plan, an army from 
Britain for that purpose would have been 
unnecessary; the pretenses of framing the 
stamp act would then have not existed, nor 
the other projects for drawing a revenue 
from America to Britain by act of pariia- 
ment, which were the causes of the breach.“

P LET IN THE AIR. 1 

The prevalence of tuberculosis in the 
crowded quarters of the Ghetto is a men- 
ace to the health of the city. It not only 
infects whole families and passes to 
friends and »aeguaintances, but may also 
through the sweat shop reach people who 
are not aware that they are exposed to 
the contagion. The law can do something 
to better the situation, but not so much as 
is needed. The people must be taught to 
save themselves by a campaign of edu- 
cation. 

If the new charter had been approved 
Chicago would have had conferred upon 
it powers to mitigate the havoc of con- 
sumption. A hospital for the tuberculous, 
which is greatly needed, could have been 
established. Under the existing law the 
most that can be done is for the health 
department to insist that sleeping rooms 
have the required cubic contents and win- 
dow space and to prosecute vigorously 
all owners of insanitary tenements. But 
the law cannot prevent a tuberculous 
patient in a dangerously infective condi- 
tion from sleeping in the same room with 
healthy persons. The law cannot compel 
a person to open the windows which it 
may compel him to have in his sleeping 
room, even though the authorities know 
that the only cure for tuberculosis is fresh 
air and the surest way of propagating 
the disease is for the sick and the well to 
be shut up together with inadequate ven- 
tilation. 

Even consumptives who know how dan- 
serous they are to the health of their 
families and friends are encouraged by 


the latter to defy the advice of physicians. 


They will continue to drug themselves 
and to live in close rooms, afraid of a 
touch of cold, although life is found in 
the cold air and death in the hot, stuffy 
Louse. They must be made to realize how 
selfish as well as self-destructive their 
conduct is. For the comfortable sensa- 
tion of warmth they throw away their 
lives and endanger the lives of those 
whom they call dear. And the great pub- 
‘lic, beyond the reach of their personal 
acquaintance, is only little less endan- 
gered. 

The parts of the city which are most 
dangerous to the health of the city are 
those which are tenanted by foreigners 
who cannot or do not read English and 
who are ignorant of what modern medi- 
cine considers a fundamental truth. The 
Chicago newspapers printed in languages 
other than English could do an immense 
good by educating their readers in the 


— 


doctrine of fresh air as a cure for tuber- 
culosis. But there is no part of the city 


wholly exempt either from the disease or 
concerning the way it is 
propagated. : a wes os . 


THE PRIMARY ELECTIONS BILL. 

Some of the lawyers at Springfield 
think the general assembly has passed a 
direct primaries bill. Other lawyers are 
equally positive that it has not. If it has 
done so the members Who are opposed to 
the measure and thought they had got it 
in cold storage will be immensely dis- 
gusted. There is, unfortunately; no ex- 
peditious method of determining which 
side is right. If the governor could lay 
-his hands on the bill he would sign it, but 
he cannot get it, for the speaker, arguing 
that the bill has not passed, will not put, 
his name to it. 

Matters would be simplified greatly if it 
were permissible to ask the Supreme court 
for an opinion as to whether the bill has 
or has not passed. If the court should 
say unhesitatingly that it has, the speaker 
probably would bow to its judgment and 
let the bill go to the governor. But the 
state constitution, unlike that of Massa- 
chusetts, does not authorize the legisla- 
ture to consult the Supreme court about 
knotty law points. 

The best that can be done is to proceed 
on the assumption that no bill has been 
passed, in the hope that the legislature, 
when it shall resume active business after 
the holidays, may pass one. If it were 
to do that the point now being discussei 
would lose its interest. 3 

Whenever the state constitution is re- 
vised provision should be made for the 
prompt settlement of conflicting legisla- 
tive opinions in a case of this kind. No 
doubt the Supreme court judges would not 
relish this occasional addition to their la- 
bors. They would prefer to have al 
questions submitted to them in the cys- 
tomary way: In urgent cases, however, 
they ought to be willing to give the legis- 
lature the immediate benefit of their legal 


wisdom. . . 


THE EXPLODING MACHINES. .

Carelessness is the eause of the major- 
ity of the accidents. A defect in the ma- 
ehine itself, improper wiring for electrical 
connections, or lack of skill in handling 
‘the machine or the films may be to blame.

THE PHILIPPINES. 
“Of all man’s rights,” says Carlyle, 
“the right of the weaker to be guided 
by the stronger is the indispensablest.” 


That is a right which the Filipino now 


enjoys. He is being guided for his own 
good by the stronger and wiser American, 


who will in the slow processes of time 


manage to make something out of him. 
There are a few people left in the 
United States, most of them living in 
Boston, who would strip the Filipino of 
that precious right. They held a mass- 
meeting this week and were addressed 
by Representative Slayden of Texas. He 
said that immediate independence should 
be given the Philippines as a guarantee 
against war with Japan and China and 


in order to rid the United States of the 


cost of governing the islands. 

By this time most of the Filipinos have 
learned that the Americans who, say they 
should. be given immediate independence 
or that a day shall be set when they will 
have it represent themselves only. Such 
Americans stand alone among the tens 
of millions of their countrymen who are 
determined that the United States shall 
‘continue: its necessary. philanthropic work 
in the Philippines, no matter though it 
may be at times a little expensive. 

Men like Representatives Slayden an 
McCall» who make speeches in favor o 
turning the Filipinos out of the Ameriean 
school where they are learning the rudi- 
ments of self-government could make a 
more practical use of their time. They 
could exert themselves in congress to 
secure for the Philippines legislation 
which would increase their industrial 
prosperity. Congress might listen to 
speeches in favor of a reduction of duties 
on ‘Philippine sugar and tobacco. The 
American people will not listen to talk 
about Philippine independence.

In fact, Belgium is prevented from taking 
part in any treaty of the kind by the treaty 
of neutrality upon which its existence is 
founded. , 1 2 : 
It is for the same reason that even the 
warmest friends of Norway in Sweden are 
so bitter with regard to Norway's action in 
obtaining from Russia, Great ‘Britain, and 
Germany a treaty guaranteeing its neutral- 
ity; for while the foes of Norway among the 
Wales regard the treaty as aimed against 
themselves and as dUstined to shield Norway 
against any Swedish invasion, the friends 
of Sweden at Stockholm see in the treaty an 
insuperable obstacle to the offensive and 
defensive alliance which they had hoped 
might be concluded between the two neigh- 
boring kingdoms against all foreign aggres- 
sion, .

Pius X. has prohibited the celebration of 
any Rogan Catholic ceremony for the wed- 
ding of Prince George of Greece and Marie 
Bonaparte. This ve on his part, which 
has created a considerable sensation, espe- 
cially im France, is due to the action of 
Prinee George and of his bride in refusing 
to comply with the demand of the vatican of 
a solemn pledge by the couple to have their 
children brought up in the Roman Catholic 
faith. 

‘The pope’s predecessors in the chair of St. 
Peter were content with mere verbal prom- 
ises on the part of royal personages in the 
cases of mixed marriages, and these pledges 
were in almost every instance. broken, nota- 
bly by Prince Waldemar of Denmark, who 
married the Roman Catholic Princess Marie 
of Orleans, daughter of the duc de Chartres; 
and whose children have been brought up ag 
Protestants, and by the Roman Catholie 
Prince. Ferdinand of Roumania, who mar- 
ried Princess Marie of the reigning house 
of Great Britain, a Protestant, and whose 
children have been reared as members of the 
orthodox Greek rite. 

Pius X. now requires the most solemn and 
binding oath in writing, and as Prince George 
is obliged by the terms of the Greek con- 
stitution not only to be a member of the 
orthodox rite himself but also to bring up 
his children in that church under the penalty 
of forfeiture of their rights of succession 
to the Greek throne, he has declined to com- 
mit himself. 

Owing to this refusal of the Roman Cath- 
olle church to bless her marriage or to recog- 
nize it Marie Bonaparte is now, I understand, 
about to become @ convert to the Greek 
church. 

Her marriage will have the effect of con- 
verting her for the first time into a full 
fledged princess. Until now she has been 
one only by courtesy, as the claim of her fa- 
ther, Roland Bonaparte, to the title of prince 
4g more than questionable, since his father. 
Prince Peter Bonaparte, absolutely declined 
as long as he lived to recognize Roland’s 
legitimacy or his right to bear his name, 
always describing himself as a bachelor, as 
which; too, he figured in the pages of the 
Almanach de Gotha until his demise.

Emperor Wilkam, as I have often pointed 
out in these letters, is not responsible for 
the vast majority of the foolish sutts for 
lese majeste that are prosecuted in his name, 
and which in most instances are started by 
overzealous and narrow minded officials. 

He has now given peremptory orders that 
in all cases where the insult relates to him- 
self no proceedings for lese majeste shall be 
instituted without the papers in the ‘affair 
having been previously submitted to him for

He has also, after Consulting with the va- 
rious sovereign members of the confedera- 
tion, caused the impérial government to 
submit to the reiehstag a. bill restricting in 
an extensive degree the provisions of the 
existing laws on the subject of lese majeste. 
The reform will have the effect of doing 
away with the punishment for words spoken 
inadvertently and in haste, and will render 
necessary proof’ of evil and malignant intent 
in order to admit of suit and punishment. 
‘This is a most excellent reform, which 
owes its initiative entirely to the emperor. 
Of course, it is necessary that there should 
be some special law for the punishment of 
those who slander and malign the head of 
the state, who, by reason of his exalted posi- 
tion, no matter whether the latter be heredi- 
teary or elective, is particularly exposed to 
attacks in speech and in print. 

But there is no doubt that the existing 
statutes dealing with lese majeste are com- 
pletely out of keeping with modern ideas 
and savor of those medieval times when one 
of the punishments provided for lese majeste 
was to march stripped, tied to the tail end 
of a cart, with a mangy mongrel tied around 
one’s shoulders.

All Engiand, not to say the British empire,

FINE OF $300,000 RESENTED 
BY PRESIDENT OF SANTA FE.

President E. P. Ripley, in a signed state- 
ment in the Railway Age yesterday, gave the 
mong gh. 8 ot the Los Angeles rebate 
case, in which the road was r 
sien bon ecently fined 

According to Mr. Ripley, the Grand Cafion 
Lime and Cement company during 1905 
shipped its product from Nelson, Ariz., to 
Los Angeles in carlots of 40,000 pounds min- 
imum weight per car. The road did the 
weighing, but at destination the customers 
found the billing was incorrect and refused 
to pay for more lime than was delivered. 
The manager of the company complained on 
the ground that he could not afford to lose 
his lime and pay freight on it too, so the clerk 
to whom the complaint was referred agreed 
that the freight rate should be reckoned on 
the number of pounds delivered at destina- 
tion. Out of a movement of 400 cars shipped 
thereafter seventy-eight were under the 40,- 
000 pounds minimum and the. amount de- 
ducted from the freight bill was $400, 

The matter was brought to the attention of 
the federal authorities and two indictments 
were found. With reference to the trial Mr. 
Ripley says? 

“Judge Wellborn refused to submit to the 
jury any evidence tending to show that the 
remission of small parts of the freight was 
made in carrying out a compromise whereby 
the shipper agreed to stand the loss of 
lime and the railway company agreed to 
waive the freight, although if he had paid 
the freight and sued for loss of lime he might 
perhaps upon the same evidence have re.

EXPERTS CALL WOMAN SANE. 


Government’s Witnesses Refuse Testi- 
mony of Mental Cloud. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Spectal.]— 
The end ot the Bradley case ts now in sight. 
The hearing of testimony ended this-after- 
noon, the slayer of former Senator Brown be- 
Ing the last person to, give evidence. The 
“arguments will begin tomorrow and be con- 
cluded Monday. The case will be with the 
jury when court adjourns Monday. How 
long the jurors will require to reach a ver- 
dict is a problem. 

The main point on which the battle has 
been waged was that of the alleged insanity 
of the prisoner when she killed Brown. A 
formidable array of experts and lay wit- 
nesses, in behalf of the woman on trial, de- 
clared her insane, and gave reasons — 
number for their opinions. 

The prosecution, in rebuttal, produced an 
equaily formidable array, every member of 
which was positive Mrs. Bradley is now and 
always has been sate, rational, and fully 
capable of choosing right from wrong. 

Mrs. Bradley on leaving court today heaved 
a sigh of relief that her ordeal is ‘nearly 
over, and expressed confidence in her prompt 
acquittal.
